Living’s High Cost. 


A recent number of Qollier's 
weekly contains an interesting 
article on inoreasing prices, and 
quites from an address made by 
Henry L. Gantt at the annual 
meeting of the National associa- 
tion of Cotton Matiufacturers. 
Mr. Gantt throws light. on the sit- 
uation and blames a new order of 
“business experts” for the higher 
cost of living.’ He says: 

“There are-two ways only of in- 
creasing profits, one by increasing 
the selling price, the other by re- 
ducing the cost of production, 

“The successful salesman, or 
the operator who has succeeded in 
persuading bis.competitors to join 
with him in upholding or advan- 
cing prices, has, on account of the 
increased profits resulting from 
his efforts, been considered a very 
important man, and been compen- 
said accordingly. The recogni- 
tiou of ability and the compensa- 
tion for success in this field have 
been so great that capable workers 
from all directions have swarmed 
into it, and the industry of making 
prices bas prospered amazingly. 

“With increase of prices comes 
higher cost of living; with higher 
cost of living comes demand for 
higher wages; with higher wages 
comes higher cost of production. 
Then, to maintain the same profit 
under the new conditions, we 
must again increase our selling 
price, and the cycle repeats iiself. 
This process has beeu going on 
for years, and as the producers 
have gradually been attracted from 


the field of making products to 
the more lucrative one of making 
prices, today we have a surplus 
of prices and a shortage of pro- 
ducts, The field bas been over 
worked.”

The Dominion, 


Tudty thas gala: have goin 
sinde Nova Scotia, New Brans- 
wick, Quebeo and Ontario, were 
joined to form the Dominion ‘of 
Canada. In the meantime five 


vther provinces have come” into 
being as members of the confede- 
racy, one an island in the Atlan- 
tic, another fronting on the Paci- 
fio, and the three others including 
the territory lying between the 
western limit of Ontario and the 
eastern boundary of British Co- 
lumbia. It may have been the 
hope of its founders that the Do- 
minion would one day stretch from 
sea to sea and include the whole 
of the British possessions on this 
continent, but the prospect did 
not promise that this would be 
soon brought about. OConfedera- 
tion i fASt; Was less the accomp- 
lishment of & wish than the ao- 
ceptance of a necessity. The un- 

ion in which Ontario and Quebec 
had been joined sixteen years be- 
fore had never worked smoothly, 
and it was apparent that if peace, 
order and any kind of good gov- 
ernment was to prevail the two 
must be absolutely divoroed so far 
as local affairs were concerned. 
The points of friction were many. 
Some of them owed their origin 
to the fact that peoples of differ- 
ent races inhabited the two pro- 
vinces. Others were created by 
the persistent attempt of the 
Home government to dominate 
both and to do it in the spirit and 
by the methods of Toryism. In 
the sixties it became clear that 
matters were getting worse rather 
than better and ‘that if any kind 
of union was to be preserved there 
must be complete separation of af- 
fairs of interest to only one of the 
two. From this necessity was 
evolved the plan of separate gov- 
ernment for each to manage local 
affairs, and of a general govern- 
ment to control affairs of common 
interest to both. Nor was the in- 
clusion of the other provinces ac- 
complished without trouble. Con- 
federation was uot a popular idea 
among the old provinces. In 
Nova Scotia, though it was one of 
the original members of confede- 
ration, Dominion Day is not yet 
celebrated as a public holiday. 
Prince Edward Island did not en- 
ter the union until three years af- 
ter its formation. British Colum- 
bia entered only on condition that 
a railway should be built across 
the prairies to join it with the old 
provinces—and probably more to 
get the railway than because union 
was thought desirable. The pur- 
chase of the Hudson’s Bay terri- 
tory alone made possible the ereo- 
tion of the three prairie provinces. 
The Dominion as it is today may 
have been a dream of some of the 
men who assisted in making its 
beginning, but it was a dream that 
did not promise an early fulfil- 
ment.

Scandal Ends'in Death. 


Detroit, Mich,, July 8.—A body 
identified by means of a watch as 
that of F. S. Gouldthrite, missing 
chief of the Canadian printing 
bureau’s purchasing department 
at Ottawa, Ont, was found in the 
lower Detroit river, off Trenton 
village, late today. On Tuesday a 
straw hat, containing a note sign- 
ed by Gouldthrite, saying his body 
would be found in the river, was 
picked up on the stern of the 
steamer at Buffalo. (Gouldthrite 
was known to have engaged pas- 
sage on the steamer at Buffalo, 
but little ¢redence was placed“in 
the suicide note. Mrs. Gould- 
thrite, who returned to Ottawa on 
Friday’ after a search for her hus- 
band, assured the officers that his 
body would be found in the river. 
The body is being held at Tren- 
ton pending word from Ottawa.

THE MANCHURIAN RAILWAY 


CERTAIN section of the American 

Press has been violently exciting 
itself, apparently at the instiga 
tion of certain financiers, over the dif 
ficulties experienced in carrying out a 
policy favored by certain finaneial 
groups of railway construction in Man 
churia. The extraordinary feature of 
the agitation is the way in which it 
was exploited for the purpose of excit 
Ing animosity against Great Britain. 
‘‘John Bull, voila l'ennemi,’’ was the 
refrain of these agitutors, and all the 
while Jobn Bull was as innocent as a 
babe unborn. The facts are very simple. 
A financial group composed of English 
men and Americans sought for and ob 
tained a concession for constructing a 
railway across Manchuria from Chin 
Chau to Aigun on the Russian frontier. | 
It was to be a rival line to the Russian 
railway traversing the same region, and 
at one point it actually crossed the Rus- 
sian line. Sir Edward Grey was asked 
by the British members of the group to 
support their efforts, and he promised 
to do so, somewhat heedlessly, without 
looking up the treaty obligations which | 
governed the situation. Russia, how- 
ever, was not so unmindful of her rights. 
She’ objected to the construction of this 
line, and put forward an alternative 
scheme of her own, which of course was | 
opposed. by the Anglo-American group. | 
Sir Edward Grey was appealed to back 
up the Chin-Chau-Aigun line and oppose 
the Russian rival scheme. But at this} 
point the Russian goverpment reminded |

PICTURES BY TELEGRAPH 


A* interesting article in the London 

Mugazine is that by Mr. T. Thorne 
Baker upon ‘‘ Pictures by Telegrapb.’’ 
A diagram at the beginniag shows how, 
a picture actually is telegraphed: 

‘*A’ photograph ’' says the writer, ‘‘is 
every bit as simple ax a message and is 
just as capable of analysis. It is com- 
posed of ‘tones’ of various densities, 
and these tones may themselves be div 
ided up into segments of any size we 
please, however small. It is these small 
segments which are wired, one by one, 
and which are built up by the receiving 
instrument to form a truthful reproduc 
tion of the original picture.’’ 

One of the most suceessful pictare- 
telegraphy instruments is the telauto 
graph, invented by Professor Korn. The 

rst picture telegraphed to England by 
Professor Korn’s early machines was 
one of the King, which is reproduced. 
The date of the transmission of this 
pictare—which is as important as many 
others— was November 13th, 1907. There 
have been various interruptions to tele 


| graphing pictures between London and 


Paris. At first the telephonic lines were 
often at fault, and one eould only occa 


| sionally be secured for a time long en 


ough to transmit a picture 
The introduction of the telectrograph, 
which marks a great step in the trams 


mission of pictures by telegraphy, is 
the invention of the writer of this ar 
ticle, Mr. Thorne Baker, and by its 
means balf tone photographs can be 
transmitted with a delicacy and pre 
cision leaving little to be desired. The 


new system is based on principles actu 
ally evolved as long ago as 1847, but 
only recently adapted to for tek 
photography The recerver is far simpl 
than that of Professor Korn, and at 
reproduces the photograph dot by dot on

This news is printed in 
the local papers and goes forth to the 
press of other cities. Kvery city of con 
sequence in Canada has the news; busi- 
ness men of New York, Chicago and 
London hear of it; and, in general, the 
world knows that Winnipeg bank clear- 
ings have made a big advance. For half 
a million a week is a big advance; a 
bie of such advances puts the city’s 

ank clearings tweasty-five milhions

Business be- 
gins when the manager rings his bell, 
which is sharp on the stroke of ten 
o'clock. Up to that time the manager 
is busy taking account of slips turned 
in to him by the clerks. 

At ten o'clock he says: ‘‘Is every- 
body here?’’ If there is no answer, he 
rings a bell. At onee, the doors are 
locked by the guards, who stay outside. 
At ovee, the messengers who have 
brought cases full of packages of checks 
and money, begin to pass around the 
room leaving the envelope or package 
for each of the other banks with whicb 
his bank has transacted business the 
day before. Asa rule, every bank does 
business with every other bank, and, 
therefore, each man will have twenty 
packages when he starts to distribute 
them and when he comes arognd the 
second time, to collect the paekages 
from the slant-bottomed metal box up 
derneath the desk of his bank, there 
will be the same number for bim to 
carry back. It takes perhaps five usin- 
utes to exchan these packages and 
four or five million dellars may pess 
from hand to hand in this short space 
of time; more than that, even, samce 
one bank has been knowr to contribate 
a million and a half to the day’s busi 
ness. Everything ie deme with pre 
cision and celerity and at the end of 
five—perhaps six—minutes, Mr. Coun 
sell asks bis second questiem: ‘‘Are you 
all done?’’ Again, if there is no am 
swer, the bell rings. The guards open 
the doors and the messengers and their 
escorts file out, treasure-laden and trea 
sure-guarding, as they entered, the 
clerks stopping behind to go over the 
day's aceounts.

Daily Settlement Made 


When the correttion has been made, 
the clerks gr go, not before. In a 
few minutes they are all gone and the 
whole transaction covering the balane- 
ing of perhaps sevetal million dollars 
worth of accounts—has taken no more 
than forty minutes, The day's work is 
not over, though. Mr. Counsell makes 
out a daily account sheet which he 
sends to one of the tellers of the 
Bank of Montreal, who acts as 


settling teller for the clearing house. 
All payments to banks that owe 


the clearing house must be made 
by half-past twelve of the same 
day that they are determined, the hous 
from half-past eleven to half-past 
twelve being given over to this. Pay- 
ments by setthing banks begin at 
twelve o'clock, and must be made by 
one o'clock, am arrangement which 
completes the werk of the clearing 
house for the day at that hour. 

In this short and expeditious manner 
the Winnipeg clearing house handles the 
accounts of twenty-one banks-~ae- 
counts that aggregated nearly eight 
hundred million dollars last year and 
which will probably touch the billion 
mark this year. Besides performing 
an invaluable work for the public in af- 
fording weekly, monthly and yearly 
figures that give the best possible line 
on the volume of business transacted in 
Winnipeg and the sectiom served by 
it in a business way, the chearing house 
saves the banks of the city a deal of 
cumbersome and costly work. Without 
the clearing house, each: bask would be 
obliged to maintain u ledger account 
with each of the other banks; with the 
clearing house, no ledger aweeount for 
this elass of business is kept at all.

I noticed immediately upon coming 
down the Athabasca and. the upper part 
of the MeKenzie River, was stil] notice 
able here, although the Eskimos did 
manage to bring down a few wild ducke 
and geese, which I found out later, were 
quite plentiful in the small lakes that 
abound in great numbers about here. 
These wild fowl seemed to me to be 
rather under-sized, but had a good deal 
of meat on them, and were very tender 
and tasty. The animals used for food 
among the Eskimos are moose, mountain 
sheep, ground squirrel, musk rat and 
rabbits. They also cat large numbers 
of seals. The more imporfant of the 
fur bearing aninmeals are the red, black 
and silver tox, lynx, martin, beaver, and 
wolverine. The seal commonly caught 
here is not the hair seal. Its skin has 
no market value, although the Eskimos 
could not do without it, as it is of this 
that they make all their best clothing, 
together with the best of the furs they 
get. They only trade those for which 
they have no immediate use. They will 
never on any aceount, trade or sell a 
wolverine or glutton skin, as it is the 
only Arctic fur known to them to which 
snow or ice will not cling, This makes 
it invaluable for Loabiee | on the hoods 
of their attigies around the opening for 
the face, where other furs would be use- 
less, as the breath from the mouth and 
nostrils- would soen. collect there, and 
freezing, would not only cause great 
discomfort, but would very soon rot the 
fur. Then agam the hair on the wolver- 
ine, which ie a rather big animal, is 
longer than that on other furs, and this 
goes no little way in shielding the face 
of the weaner from the icy winds that 
so often blow in these parts, 60 that mot. 
only as I said before, dogs the Eskimo 
refuse to part with this fur, but the In- 
dians find that they can make much: 
more by trading this fur to them than 
they can by trading it to the Hudson’s 
Bay Company, or any of the other fur 
traders. 

On the latter part of our trip to the 
coast we had a goed deal of rain, which 
made it very uncomfortable while in the 
boats. I had m» good slicker, and! the- 
others hed their own waterproof coate: 
and boots made from sealskin, fom 
which. all the hem had been remowed,. 
and the skin put through some process 
of tanning, which I never saw. The: 
other larger skims, on which the hair is 
to be left, are rubbed on the fleshy side 
with wood ash, and then stretched on 
frames and beeg up to dry in the sun. 
The smaller ones, like the martin and 
ground squirrel, are turned inside out 
rubbed with ashes in the same way, an 
sticks inside, te 
stretch them. 

This artiele is already longer tham it

“AF the many devices adopted 
railtoads to prevent acci 


hone bks attracted so little gun 
etal attention and none has achieved 
greater results than the systematic in- 
spection of watches used by engineers 
and conductors. Every engineer ‘and 
conductor on the railroads of one eom- 
ptehensive system carries in hie pocket 
a little card, which contains a histor 
of his watch. This card has to be ve 
fied and officially stamped every two 
weeks. If the watch varies from day 
to day by a féw seconds it must go to 
the fepairer’s, and the local inspector 
issues & ‘‘loaner watch’’ until his own 
ean be fixed. These watches are guaf- 
anteed te keep time to the fraction of 
A ROCOh 

Before the timepieces of the engineers 
and conductors were regulated, many 
accidents were traceable to faulty time 
pieces. An engineer’s watch might be 
five or six minutes slow, and with orders 
to let another train pass him at a eer- 
tain plaee he would reason that he had 
ample time to reach another station, 
and take the risk of getting there. All 
sorta of watcher were used in those 
days, and some of the cheap ones would 
be so inaceurate that there would be a 
difference of ten or fifteen minutes be 
tween the conductor’s and engineer’s 
time. 

One railroad made an effort to correct 
this difficul.y years ago by supplying 
all of its enyineers and conductors with 
standard watches, but it did not pay. 
Some of the men exehanged, sold or 
pawned their standird timepieces and 
purchased cheaper ones. Then the sys- 
tem of watch inspection was developed. 

No particular make of watch is adopt- 
ed by the road, but certain rules must 
govern their selection. There are some 
thirty seven different kinds of watches, 
made in eight different establishments, 
that have been approved by the official 
time experts, and the railroad man ean 
select any one of these. The watches 
are all adjusted to temnperatures rang: 
ing from thirty to ninety five degrees 
and to five different positions. They 
must also contain at least seventeen 
jewels. The examination of the watches 
every fortnight enables the inspectors 
to know aecurately the history and per 
formanee of the timepieces, 

So perfectly do these thousands of 
watches keep time that often one of the 
faust express trains between, say, Chi 
eago and New York will arrive at. its 
destination on the second. The engin 
cers and conductors do not question the 
aceuracy of their timepieces. They be 
lieve in them against the evidence of 
all the local clocks which they may pass 
on the road. All other watches may be 
fast or slow, but their timepieces ure 
correct. Since the adoption of this 
timing regulation there has not been an 
accident on the roads due to faulty 
watches, and this alone has saved thou 
sunds of dollars to the railrouds 
many lives of paseongers.

wild over him, Jay Gould originally 
was known as Judge Brigham, and in 
colthood—having ofly ordinary speed 
—while being driven on the road took 
fright of a railroad train and bolted 
with his driver—and he bolted on a 
trot. From that moment the colt was 
a real trotter, and the fomemost reins- 
men in the land wanted to buy bim. 
He was sold a time or two at advaneing 
prices, and finally became the property 
of a syndicate of which Jim Fisk and 
Jay Gould were members, and was nam- 
ed after Gould, who had a fondness for 


trotters, owning Joker, 2.2214, back in 
the ’70’s. 
But the stallion had inherited from 


his dam's fumily what were called ‘‘the 
Star feet,’’ and while he got along with 
them well enough to make a champion 
reeord, the weakness was transmitted 
to a good many of his get in aggravated 
form, and, while some of the tribe trot- 
ted well, the blood sort of petered out. 
It was while Jay Gould still was pretty 
well thought of that Belle of Fayette, 
by Ethaa Allen, was mated with him 
and the resultant foal became known as | 
Regalia. Hut although Regalia always | 
had something of a chance in the stud} 
he was vot regarded, after the Jay!

The Gull Lake Road. 


A week or two ago the business 
men of Lacombe subscribed $150 
to supplement the small govern. 
ment grant for work on the Gall 
Lake road. The money was ex- 
pended by Mr. Wight on the parts 
of the road he thought needed it 
most, and from the ease with 
which travellers oan now get to 
the lake he used good judgment 
The bad road near Flack’s, which 
has always been a source of trouble, 
has been well ditched aud graded 
as well as other parts of the road. 
While the road is a little rough 
yet, it is dry. The money was 
expended as follows: Clearing 
and grubbing 1160 rods, 8 feet 
wide, $17; 160 rods of ditches, $36; 
80 reds of grading with wheel 
scrapers, $17.50; 7 miles graded 
with grader, $80.
